Whereupon George H. Cowell was declared to be duly 
elected Clerk of the Senate, and received the oath of oflBce 
from the Hon. Secretary of State. 

The Senate, by request of the Clerk, proceeded to vote for 
a President pro tempore. Hon. Mr. Stoddard, of the Fourth 
District, and Hon. Mr. Hoyt, of the Twelfth District, were .

Hon. Allen Tenny, of the Eighth District, was declared 
elected President pro tempore^ and the Clerk administered the 
oath of office to him. 

The President took the chair and addressed the Senate as 
follows : 

Gentlemen op the Senate : 

I very cordially thank you for the confidence reposed in me 
by this election. I appreciate this expression of your kind- 
ness, and hope to give evidence of it by an impartial and 
faithful performance of the duties that will devolve upon me. 
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Subjects will doubtless come before us this session in regard 
to which we may honestly entertain marked diflFerences of 
opinion. In the discussion and disposition of them there will 
be a demand for a fraternal forbearance and charity. . The 
interests as dear as the very existence of our institutions may 
be aflFected more materially perhaps than we are aware by our 
action. It will be my highest ambition, and, I trust, yours 
also, by this action to subserve the highest good .of our con- 
stituents, and ix> perpetuate the principles that lie at the 
foundation of. all just government. At a time when so many 
political functionaries are subjected to base imputations, it is 
especially incumbent upon us to devote our best energies, 
irrespective of personal or party interests, to the highest good 
of the people, and to extend the influence of our honored 
institutions. 

There is certainly individual responsibility conneated with 
the position we hold in this body. To naeet this responsibility 
it is necessary that we should cherish a spirit of conciliation 
in all our deliberations and seek constantly the varied inter- 
ests of tliose we are elected to serve. In the part I may be 
called upon to act I bespeak your indulgence and aid, assuring 
you that if I niisjudge, or in any particular fail, it cannot be 
attributed to a want of a settled determination to be governed 
always by my convictions of truth and right, earnestly desiring 
that a kind Providenca may direct and bless all our action 
and intercourse in our present relation. I am now ready to 
enter with you upon the services for which this body was 
elected. 

Prayer was oflFered by the Rev. E. H. Pratt, member of the 
House from Woodstock. 

Hon. Mr. Roberts of the Fifteenth District, introduced a 
resolution appointing Robert E. Home Messenger. 

The resolution was passed. 

Hon. Mr. Day of the Thirteenth District, introduced a 
resolution appointing Robert B. Fuller Assistant Messenger. 

The resolution was passed. 
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Hon. Mr. Smith of the Sixteenth District, introduced a 
resolution appointing Charles H. Butler Doorkeeper. 
The resolution was passed. 

Hon. Mr. Stannard of the Nineteenth District, introduced 
a resolution appointing James T. Kelsey Assistant Doorkeeper. 

Hon. Mr. Barton, of the Seventeenth District, oflFered an 
amendment inserting, in lieu of James T. Kelsey, the name 
of William B. Read. 

The amendment was lost and the resolution was passed. 

A committee from the House announced that body as 
organized and ready to proceed to business. 

Hon. Mr. Barton of the Seventeenth District, introduced a 
resolution adopting the rules of the Senate of 1872 as the 
rules of the present session. 

The resolution was passed. 

Hon.rMr. Barton of the Seventeenth District, introduced a 
a joint resolution adopting the joint rules of the General 
Assembly of 1872, as the rules of the present Assembly. 

The resolution was passed. 

Hon. Mr. Day of the Thirteenth District, introduced a 
resolution directing the Clerk to assign seats upon the floor of 
the Senate to such newspaper reporters as may desire them. 

The resolution was passed. 

Hon. Mr. Hoyt of the Twelfth District, introduced a reso- 
lution appointing a committee consisting of two Senators, to 
wait upon the House and inform that body that the Senate is 
organized and ready to proceed to business. 

The resolution passed, and Hon. Mr. Hoyt and Hon Mr. 
Stoddard i^ere appointed members of such committee. 

The committee soon returned and reported the performance 
of their duty, and the report was accepted.

Hon. Mr. Hoyt of the Twelfth District, introduced a reso- 
lution authorizing the clerk to furnish stationery for the Sen- 
ators, the clerk, and the committees. 

The resolution was passed. 

Hon. Mr. Merrow of the Twenty-First District, introduced 
a resolution appointing a joint committee, consisting of one 
senator and two representatives to wait upon the retiring gov- 
ernor to ask him if he had any communication to offer. 

The resolution was passed. 

Hon. Mr. Merrow was appointed member of such commit- 
tee on the part of the Senate. 

The committee reported that the governor had no communi- 
cation to make. 

Hon. Mr. Landers of the First District, introduced a reso- 
lution appointing a committee, consisting of one senator and 
two representatives to serve as a Committee on UnlBnished 
Business. 

The resolution was passed. 

Hon. Mr. Landers was appointed member of such commit- 
tee on the part of the Senate. 

A resolution granting the privilege of the floors of the two 
Houses to William A. Goodwin for the purpose of collecting 
legislative statistics, was received from the House, it having 
been passed.

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RULES TO REGULATE THE PROCEEDINGS 

OP THE 

SENATE OF CONNECTICUT. 



' Meiolvedy That the Rules and Orders following be, and they 
are hereby adopted, as the standing Rules and Orders of the 
Senate, and they shall be read at the commencement of each 
session of the General Assembly by the Clerk. 

*' 1st. The President shall take the chair every day, at the 
hour to which the Senate shall have adjourned, and after 
prayer shall immediately call the Senate to order, and if a 
quorum be present, proceed to business. 

" 2d. The President shall preserve order, and shall decide 
questions of order without debate, subject to an appeal to the 
Senate. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sit- 
ting. The question first moved and seconded shall be the 
first put, and in all cases the sense of the Senate shall be taken 
upon the largest number or sum, and the longest time proposed. 

" 3d. No member shall in any way interrupt the business of 
the Senate while the journal or public papers are in reading, 
nor when any member is speaking in debate, nor while the 
President is putting a question. 

" 4th. When any member is about to speak in debate, or 
deliver any matter to the Senate, he shall rise and respectfully 
address ' Mr. President ;' if two or more rise at once, the 
President shall name the member who is fir«t to speak. 

" 5th. No member shall speak more than twice upon the 
same question, without leave of the Senate, unless to ex- 
plain. 

" 6th. When a question is before the Senate, no motion 
shall be i*eceived but to a(^ourn,to lay upon the table, to post* 
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pone indefinitely, to postpone to a certain day, to commit, or 
to amend ; which several motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they stand arranged, and a motion for ad- 
journment shall always be in order, and be decided without 
debate. 

" 7th. If the question in debate contains several points, any 
member may have the same divided. 

" 8th. When the yeas and nays shall be called for by one- 
fifth of the members present, each member called upon shall 
(unless for special reason he be excused by the Senate) declare 
openly his assent or dissent to the question. 

" 9th. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall he 
stated to the Senate by the President, before any debate be 
had thereon ; but every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President so direct, or any member desire it. 

*• 10th. Every bill shall be introduced by a motion for leave, 
or by order of the Senate, or the report of a committee ; and 
every bill for a public act shall receive three several readings 
in the Senate, previously to its being passed into an act. And 
no bill shall be read twice on the same day, without the order 
of the Senate. Nor may the President state the same to the 
Senate for debate, until the second reading. 

"llth. A committee of three shall, within the first two 
days of each session, be appointed by ballot to take into con- 
sideration all . contested elections of members of the Senate, 
and to report the facts in issue, together with their opinion 
thereon. 

" 12th. Committees of Conference shall be appointed by the 
Senate. 

" 13th. All other committees shall be appointed by the Pres- 
ident, unless the Senate shall order otherwise. 

" 14th. When a motion has been stated by the President, 
or read by the Clerk, it shall be considered to be in possession 
of the Senate, but may be withdrawn at any time before de- 
cision or amendment ; but not after amendment, unless the 
Senate give leave. 

" 15th. No member who is interested in the decision of any 
question in such manner that he cannot vote, may stay in the 
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Senate when guch question is discussed or decided. Provided, 
however, that this rule shall not extend to the sitting mem- 
bers in contested election's. 

" 16th. When any member shall request a Committee of 
Conference on diflFerent votes of the two Houses of Assembly, 
a committee, consisting of one member, who was in the vote 
of the Senate, shall be appointed ; and if any member who 
was not in such vote shall be nominated, he shall notify the 
Senate. ^ . 

" 17th. When the Senate has voted to appoint a conmiittee 
to prepare a bill or resolve, upon any subject, no person shall 
be on such committee who was opposed to the vote of the 
Senate. 

" 18th. If any member, in speaking or otherwise, shall trans- 
gress the rules of the Senate, the President shall, and any 
member may, call to order, and if speaking he shall sit down, 
unless permitted to explain ; the Senate, if appealed to, shall 
decide the question without debate. 

" 19th. When a question shall have been once decided, it 
shall be in order for any member of the majority to move for a 
reconsideration thereof ; but no such motion may be made un- 
less within three days of actual session of the Senate, after the 
day on which the decision to be reconsidered was made. 

" 20th. Before any petition or memorial addressed to the 
Senate shall be received and read at the table, whether the 
same shall be introduced by the President or a member, a brief 
statement of the contents or object of the petition or memorial 
shall be verbally made by the introducer. 

" 21st. All questions shall be put by the President of the 
Senate, and the Senators shall signify their assent or dissent 
by answering viva voce— aye or no. And whenever the vote 
shall be doubted or questioned, it shall be determined by the 
members rising, and in all cases the ayes shall be called. 

" 22d. Every resolution or bill granting money from the 
Treasury of the State shall, before its final passage, receive 
three several readings, only one of which will be on the same 
day."

JOINT RULES OF PROCEEDINGS 

FOR THE 

SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 

OF CONNECTICUT. 



I. Immediately after the organization of the Senate and 
House of Representatives, at the commencement of every 
stated session of the General Assembly, a Joint Committee, 
consistii;ig of one Senator and eight Representatives, shall be 
appointed to examine the returns and canvass of votes given 
by the electors for Governor, Lieutenaiit Governor, Treasurer, 
Secretary and Comptroller of Public Accounts, and to report 
the names of the persons whom they shall find elected to those 
offices respectively. After this report shall have been ac- 
cepted, a Joint Committee, consisting of one Senator and two 
Representatives, shall be appointed, to inform the Governor 
personally of his election and of the organization of the two 
Houses, and their readiness to receive his communications. 

II. On or before the third day of every stated session of the 
General Assembly, there shall be appointed sixteen Joint 
Standing Committees, each of which shall consist of one Sen- 
ator and eight Representatives, viz : 

1st. A Committee on the Judiciary, who shall take into 
consideration all such matters touching public or private acts 
and judicial proceedings, as shall be referred to them, and to 
report their opinion thereon, together with such propositions 
relative thereto, as to them shall seem expedient. 

2d. A Committee on the School Fund, who shall inquire 
into and report the actual* state of the School Fund, the 
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amount, value and condition of its securities, and recommend 
such measures as they shall deem best adapted to insure its 
improvement and permanent safety. 

8d. A Committee. on Banks, who shall take into considera- 
tion all such matters relative to Banks, Savings Banks, and 
Savings and Building Associations, as may be referred to 
them, and report the facts, with their opinion thereon. 

4th. A Committee on the State Prison, who shall examine 
the annual reports of the directors and oflScers in charge of 
the State Prison, the account of receipts and expenditures of 
the Institution, together with such other matters as shall be 
referred to them by the two Houses of the General Assembly. 
And they may recommend such measures for the regulation 
and management of the Prison as they shall deem expedient. 

6th. A Committee on New Towns and Probate Districts, 
who shall take into consideration all matters relating to the 
incorporation of new towns, the alteration of town lines, and 
the formation of probate districts, which shall be referred to 
them, and report their opinion thereon, together withlhe facts 
upon which such opinion is founded. 

6th. A Committee on Roads and Bridges, who shall take 
into consideration all such matters relative to Roads and 
Bridges as shall be referred to them, and report the facts, 
with their opinion thereon. 

7th. A Committee on Incorporations, who shall take into 
consideration all matters relative to private corporations, for 
which there may be no other appropriate committee, and 
report their opinion thereon^ with the facts on which the same 
is founded. 

8th. A Committee on Claims, who shall take into considera- 
tion all claims and demands upon the State, which may be 
referred to them, and report their opinion thereon, with the 
facts on which the same is founded. 

9tb. A Committee on Education, who shall take into con- 
sideration all such matters relating to the subject of common 
school education as shall be referred to them, and recommend 
such measures touching the same as they shall deem expe- 
dient. 
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10th. A Committee on the Sale of Lands, who shall take 
into consideration all applications for the sale of lands, which 
shall be referred to them, and report the facts with their 
opinions thereon. 

11th. A Committee on Finance, who shall take into consid- 
eration the financial concerns of the State, and inquire into 
the receipts and expenditures of the government, the invest- 
ment of the public funds (the School Fund excepted), the 
system of assessments and taxation provided by existing laws, 
and all other matters affecting the revenue of the State ; and 
report such measures touching the same, as they may deem 
expedient. 

12th. A Committee on Railroads, who shall take into con- 
sideration all matters relating to railroads and railroad com- 
panies as may be referred to them, and report the facts, with 
their opinion thereon. 

13th. A Committee on Military Affairs, who shall examine 
all military returns, and take into consideration all matters 
relating to the militia of this State which may be referred to 
them, and report thereon, with their opinion touching the 
same. 

14th. A Committee on Agriculture, who shall take into con- 
sideration all such matters relating to Agriculture as may be 
referred to them, and report thereon, with their opinion 
touching the same. 

16th. A Committee on Humane Institutions, who shall 
take into consideration all such matters relating to the Benevo- 
lent Institutions under the care or supervision of the State, as 
may be referred to them, and report thereon, with their 
opinion touching the same. 

16th. A Committee on Cities and' Boroughs, who shall take 
into consideration all such matters relating to Cities and Bor- 
oughs, as may be referred to them, and report the facts and 
their opinion thereon. 

17th. A Committee on Fisheries, who shall take into con- 
sideration all such matters relating to Fisheries, as may be 
referred to them, and report the facts and their opinion 
thereon. 
8 
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in. In all meetings of Joint Gommittees^the Senators shall 
preside. All questions of order in their proceedings, and 
questions relative to the admission of evidence, shall be de- 
termined by a majority of votes ; and in case the votes be equally 
divided, the Senators shall have a casting vote. 

IV. All Committees of Conference, on disagreeing votes of 
the two Houses of Assembly, shall consist of one Senator and 
two Representatives, who were in the major vote of their re- 
spective Houses. The Committee of the House making the 
grant or appointment, or passing the bill, resolution or amend- 
ment disagreed to, shall state their reasons, to be reported to 
the other House. And neither House shall request the other 
twice to confer on the same point of disagreement. 

V. Whenever each House shall have adhered to its vote of 
disagreement, the bill or resolution shall be considered as 
lost. 

VI. Every message sent from one House to the other shall 
be announced at the door, and shall be respectfully communi- 
cated to the Chair, by the person by whom it may be sent. 

Vn. Wlienever a bill shall have passed both Houses of the 
Assembly, and shall have been transmitted to the Governor 
for his approbation, if either House desire its return for fur- 
ther consideration, such desire shall be communicated by 
message to the other House, and a Joint Committee of one 
Senator and two Representatives shall then be sent to the 
Governor to request him to return the bill. If the Governor 
consent, the bill shall be returned first to that House in which 
the motion for its return originated, and the bill may then be 
altered or totally rejected by a concurrent vote of the two 
Houses ; but if not altered or rejected by such concurrent 
vote, it shall be again transmitted to the Governor in the 
same form in which it was first presented to him. 

VIII. Whenever the public business may require the Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives to meet in Convention, 
either House may send its message to the other, requesting 
such Convention, and specifying the object. At the time des- 
ignated, the Senate, with their President and Clerk, may pro- 
ceed to the Hall of the House of Representatives, where suita-

ble accommodations shall be provided. The President of the 
Senate shall ex-officio preside in said Convention, and the pro- 
ceedings thereof shall be entered upon the Journals of the two 
Houses. 

When the Convention shall have been dissolved, the Presi- 
dent of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives shall make report to their respective Houses of the 
proceedings of the Convention. 

IX. All bills for public acts which shall have been passed 
by both Houses of the General Assembly, engrossed, and 
signed by the Speaker of the House of Representatives and 
President of the Senate, and all bills for private acts and joint 
resolutions which shall have been passed by the two Houses, 
shall, with the papers on which the same may be founded, be 
transmitted by the Committee on Engrossed Bills to the Sec- 
retary of State, for the purpose of being by him laid before 
the Governor. The presiding officers of the two Houses shall 
affix flieir signatures to bills for public acts in the presence of 
their respective Houses. 

X. Every bill for a public act, and every resolution which 
shall be oflFered for the consideration of either House, shall be 
fairly written on not less than one-half sheet of paper ; and 
every member oflFering such bill, resolution, or a petition, shall 
indorse thereon his name, in some proper and conspicuous 
place, and in no case shall any printed copy of a bill or reso- 
lution receive the indorsement of the Clerk of either House, 
or be transmitted to the Governor for approval. 

XI. The Clerk of the House to which any bill shall be first 
presented, shall endorse thereon a statement of the contents, 
or objects of such bill, or resolution, before transmitting the 
same to the other House. 

Xn. All acts of incorporation by bill or resolution, and all 
acts in amendment or alteration thereof, and all private acts 
of whatever nature, shall, before the same shall be considered, 
be printed for the use of the General Assembly, at the ex- 
pense of the party applying therefor. 
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Wednesday Afternoon, May 7th, 1873. 

The Senate was called to order by the President pro tempore 
at 2 o'clock, pursuant to order of adjournment of the morning 
session. 

On motion of the Hon. Mr. Landers of the First District, 
the Senate took a recess. 

At 2.45 P. M., the Senate came to order.* 

A committee from the House announced that it was ready 
to meet the Senate in joint convention. 

Hon. Mr. Wheeler, of the committee to wait on the Gov- 
ernor elect and inform him of his. election, reported that the 
committee had performed their duty, and that His Excellency 
the Governor signified his acceptance of the, office and would 
forthwith communicate with the two Houses in person. 

The report was accepted. 

Hon. Mr. Landers, of ftie committee to wait upon the State 
ofl&cers other than the Governor, reported that the committee 
had discharged the duties assigned it, and that the State 
officers had severally signified their acceptance of the offices 
to which they had been chosen. 

The report was accepted. 

Hon. Mr. Barton of the Seventeenth District, introduced a 
resolution appointing a committee of two Senators to wait 
upon the Lieutenant Governor and request him to take the 
oath of office. 

The resolution was passed. 

Hon. Mr. Barton of the Seventeenth District, and Hon. 
Mr. Oomstock of the Ninth District, were appointed such 
committee. 

The committee having discharged their duty, reported that 
His Honor the Lieutenant Governor was present and ready to 
take the oath prescribed by law. 

The oath of office was then administered to him lay the 
Hon. Elisha Carpenter, a Judge of the Supreme Court. 
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His Honor, on taking the chair, addressed the Senate as 
follows : 

Senators : 

In entering upon the duties which rest upon me, I hare no 
desire to deliver an address. It is neither my duty nor my 
privilege to oflfer you any suggestions. As a citizen, jointly 
interested with you in our common welfare, I may express 
the hope that the session will be short ; that the laws you may 
pass be few, but wise and judicious and for the benefit of the 
whole State. I also trust your deliberations may be pleasant 
and harmonious, and marked by a determination to accom- 
plish the greatest good in the briefest possible time, and that 
at. the close of the session you may return to your constituents 
and receive that conamendation due to good and faithful 
servants. 

Hon. Mr. Smith of the Sixteenth District, introduced a res- 
olution appointing a committee of two senators to wait upon 
the House and inform that body that the Senate would meet 
them in joint convention forthwith. 

The resolution was passed. 

Hon. Mr. Smith and Hon. Mr. Stoddard were appointed 
such committee. 

The Senate, preceded by His Honor Lieutenant-Governor 
Sill and the clerk of the Senate, immediately proceeded to the 
Representatives Hall and met the House in convention. 

After the dissolution of the convention the President of the 
Senate made the following report : 

Senators : In conformity to the Joint Rules of the General 
Assembly the President of the Senate respectfully reports, 
that upon the invitation of the House by a committee who 
waited upon the Senate for that purpose, and in accordance 
with established usage, the two houses met in convention for 
the purpose of inaugurating His Excellency the Governor. 

The President of the Senate took the chair and called the 
convention to order. George H. Cowell, clerk of the Senate, 
and Samuel A. York, clerk of the Housp, acted as secretaries 
of the convention. 
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On motion of Hon. Mr. Elmer of the Senate, a committee 
consisting of one senator and two representatives was ap- 
pointed to inform the governor that the two houses were as- 
sembled in convention for the purpose of his inauguration, 
and to receive any communication he might be pleased to 
make to them. 

Hon. Mr. Landers of the Senate, and Messrs. Waite and 
Babcock of the House, were appointed such committee. 

The committee so appointed reported that His Excellency 
the Governor elect would address the convention in person. 
The report was accepted, and the committee discharged. 

His Excellency the Governor, attended by his staff and the 
other state officers, soon entered the hall. 

Prayer was oflFered by the Rev. Dr. Harwood of New Haven, 
after which the oath of office was administered to His Ex- 
cellency Charles R. IngersoU, Governor elect, by the Hon. 
Elisha Carpenter, Judge of the Supreme Court, who also ad- 
ministered the oath of office to the Hon. Secretary of State, 
Treasurer, and Comptroller. 

His Excellency the Governor in person delivered his inau- 
gural address, after which he retired. 

The convention was then dissolved by the President, and 
the Senate retired to the Senate Chamber. 

The report was accepted, and ordered recorded in the Jour- 
nal of the Senate. 

PETITIONS. 

Petition No. 24. Hon. Mr. Tenney, of the Eighth District, 
introduced the petition of C. C. Simons for an amendment of 
. Act of 1872, de Mohegau Indians. The petition was referred 
to the Committee on the Judiciary to be raised. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Hon. Mr. Hoyt, of the Twelfth District, introduced a reso- 
lution directing the Clerk of ^the Senate to print fifty copies of 
the Journal for daily distribution, and an edition of three 
hundred copies for distribution at the close of the session. 

The resolution was passed. 

Hon. Mr. Wheeler, of the Tenth District, introduced a res- 
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oluMon incorporating the Vacuum Brake Company. The 
resolution was referred to the Committee on Incorporations 
to be raised. 

Hon. Mr. Stevens, of the Fifth District, introduced a resolu- 
tion instructing the Clerk to print the Governor's Inaugural 
Address in the Journal of the Senate. 

The resolution was passed. 

SENATE BILLS. 

Senate Bill, No. 1. Hon. Mr. Stoddard, of the Fourth Dis- 
trict, introduced a bill for a public act, entitled " An Act to 
restrain the taking of Usury." 

The bill was referred to the Committee on Finance to be 
raised.

The bill was referred to the Committee on Finance to be 
raised. 

On motion of Hon. Mr. Elmer, of the Eighteenth District, 
the Senate adjourned to meet to-morrow morning at 11 
o'clock. 
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MESSAGE. 



To THE General Assembly 

OP the State op Connecticut: 

I am deeply grateful to the people of Connecticut for the 
manifestation of their confidence, which has pladfed me in this 
position of trust and honor. I have taken the oath. to dis- 
charge its duties to the best of my abilities. In my endeavor 
to keep this obligation, I shall hope for your support in what- 
ever may concern the honor of our State, or the interests of 
its people. 

You are assembled at a period of political calm. It is pro- 
pitious for such legislation as the common good may require. 

It is especially oppgrtune for your action upon a subject 
which can only be well acted on at rare periods like this, when 
the subsidence of party spirit shall enable the State to unite 
the services of its ablest citizens in a work of such paramount 
importance. I refer to a revision of the State Constitution. 

Constitutional Convention. 

More than a half century has elapsed sinco the present 
Constitution was written — a half century conspicuous for its 
human achievements, and remarkably fruitful in the fields of 
political and social science. Its influences have wrought 
great clianges in our State. 

In 1818 the population of Connecticut, numbering by the 
latest census about two hundred and sixty thousand inhabit- 
ants, was distributed among one hundred and twenty towns, 
diflfering but little in the number of their inhabitants, or the 
character of their pursuits'. In 'three-fourths of these towns 
the population ranged between one thousand and two thou- 
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sand. In no town had it reached seven thousand, or fallen 
below seven hundred. The representation, therefore, which 
the Constitution maintained in the General Assembly was, 
even in its House of Representatives, essentially a popular 
representation, and reasonably uniform. 

The Constitution left to the General Assembly almost un- 
linjited powers of sovereignty. But its actual sphere of legis- 
lation was within narrow bounds. There were few or no 
special interests to call its large powers into action. The 
lands had not ceased to be the chief source of the wealth of 
the State, and the most important concerns of the people were 
regulated in their town meetings, where the freeholders could 
readily assemble, and deliberation was practicable. The 
judiciary had little to do outside the beaten paths of the com- 
mon law, and the moderate estates of the dead were generally 
left to the simple distribution of the law through the agency 
of the local Courts of Probate. 

It was an admirable system of government, and we, in our 
day, have reaped largely of its benefits. But it is folly to 
close our eyes against the fact, that the state of society to 
which it was so admirably adapted has passed fi^way. 

Every member of the Convention by which the Constitution 
was framed, it is believed, has deceased, and but few of the 
freemen who adopted it survive. 

The population of the State, having about doubled in the 
aggregate since 1818, is now distributed among one hundred 
and sixty-six towns, with populations ranging from over fifty 
thousand to less than five hundred. And from this it has re- 
sulted, that the system of representation provided by the Con- 
stitution, though intended to be, and for many years actually 
being, a reasonably fair representation of the popular will, has 
now become so anomalous as to be absurd. Upon any theory 
of representative government, it is, simply, indefensible. 

Of this population, nearly one-third have city organizations 
for their local government — agencies of government not be- 
longing to the Constitution, and which cannot, under the Con- 
stitution, be substituted for the tow^ governments, which that 
instrument alone recognizes as its agents. And therefore, a 
4 
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dual system of local government is required to be maintained 
over the same territory, sometimes necessitating, especially in 
the regulation of the elective franchise, legislation of question- 
able constitutionality. 

Commercial and mechanical industries have become the 
chief sources of our wealth, and special interests of large re- 
sources and corresponding power, which were not within even 
the conception of the framers of the Constitution, have grown 
up to be the principal subjects of legislation under the unre- 
stricted powers possessed by the General Assembly. The 
railroads of Connecticut alone receive a yearly revenue, which 
is more than half the entire annual revenue of the United 
States government in 1818. 

This great increase of personal property and commercial 
activity has brought within the cognizance of the judiciary, 
questions of novel character and large pecuniary consequence, 
requiring superior intellectual training for their proper ad- 
judication, while the large estates that go into the probate 
court for settlement (as in the course of every generation, 
the entire property of the State must go) are becoming every 
year more complicated, by testamentary dispositions of intri- 
cate and difficult construction. 

In calling your attention to these structural changes, whioh 
have occurred in our social organization, since the present 
constitution was adopted, it is not my purpose to indicate 
specially the subjects calling for the action of a Constitutional 
Convention. But I desire simply to make manifest that if, 
as is generally assumed, the virtue of a written Constitution 
consists in its adaptation to the actual condition of those who 
are subject to its government, then the present Constitution 
of Connecticut has served its purpose, and the people of Con- 
necticut in 1873 should do as the people of Connecticut did in 
1818, replace it with one better suited to their altered circum- 
stances. 

1 entertain no doubt as to the mode of calling such a Con- 
vention ; nor do I deem it necessary to discuss it here. In 
1818, the Convention was assembled by resolution of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. I recommend the same course now. And . 
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I indulge the hope that before the expiration of the present 
official year, such a Convention will have assembled and com- 
pleted a work, which the people of Connecticut will approve, 
and of which the initiative honor will belong to the General 
Assembly of 1873. 

Legislation. 
The few months that have elapsed since the adjournment 
of the last General Assembly, can hardly have given occasion 
for much new legislation, and no marked change of condition 
has occurred in any of the departments of the State govern- 
ment. 

Financial Condition. 
The report of the State Treasurer continues to show a satis- 
factory condition of the finances of the State. The debt of the 
State has been reduced during the past year, five hundred and 
sixty-five thousand six hundred and eighty-three dollars and 
ninety-two cents ($565,683.92). Bonds to the amount of 
six hundred and seventy-three thousand four hundred dollars 
($673,400) have been purchased, leaving the amount at pres- 
ent outstanding, five million and ninety-five thousand nine 
hundred dollars ($5,095,900)with seven hundred and thirty- 
eight thousand and seventy-eighty dollars and six cents 
C$738,078.06) cash in the Treasury. 

The entire revenue of the State on account of the Civil 
List, during the last year, was two million fifty-four thousand 
four hundred and sixty-five dollars and twenty-four cents 
(12,054,466.24), of which the principal sources were the two- 
mill tax on the towns, which produced seven hundred and 
eighty-five thousand eight hundred and eighty-eight dollars 
and seventy-seven cents (1785,888.77) ; the tax on savings 
banks, which produced four hundred and seventy-one thous- 
and two hundred and twenty-two dollars and ninety cents 
(1471,222.90) ; the tax on railroad companies, which pro- 
duced three hundred and thirty-nine thousand six hundred 
and twenty dollars and forty-four cents ($339,620.44), and 
the tax on mutual insurance companies, which produced 
three hundred and five thousand six hundred and seventy 
dollars and eighty-eight cents ($305.670.88) • 
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The amount of interest paid on state bonds was three hun- 
dred and thirty-three thousand four hundred and two dollars 
(1333,402). 

The Grand List of the State shows a gratifying increase of 
nine million and seventy-two thousand seven hundred and 
twenty-four dollars (19,072,724) over last year — the total of 
the present list being three hundred and forty-eight million 
eight hundred and fifty-five thousand four hundred and fifty- 
seven dollars (1348,865,457). 

Two hundred and one thousand one hundred and fifty-nine 
dollars ($201,159) have been paid fromthe State Treasury to 
the towns, under the law of 1872, appropriating one dollar 
and fifty cents for each child entitled to draw money from the 
School Fund, thus making, with the payment fropoi the School 
Fund, a total of two dollars and fifty cents paid by the State 
for each child, and an increase of one hundred and forty-five 
thousand six hundred and nine dollars ($145,609) in the 
expenditure, on this account, from the Treasury^ over that of 
the preceding year. 

The amount paid for the support of children of deceased 
soldiers was one hundred and eight thousand four hundred 
and forty^eight dollars and eighty-five cents ($108,448.85), 
being a decrease of about fifteen thousand dollars (15,000). 

The debt of the State, being reduced to nearly one-half 
what it was six years ago, we are justified in contemplating 
the day when it will again be our satisfaction and pride that 
Connecticut is free from debt. And to that end, no endeavor 
will, I trust, be spared by you to reduce expenditures and 
promote economy, wherever it may be practicable. 

The School Fund. 

The School Fund continues to provide its dividend of one 
dollar per capita for one hundred and thirty-two thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-four children (132,924). Its capi- 
tal now amounts to two million and forty-three thousand one 
hundred and ninety dollars and sixty-one cents ($2,043,190.- 
61), of which over four-fifths is invested in bonds and mort- 
gages, and its income the last year aggregated one hundred 
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and fifty-six thousand one hundred and fifty eight dollars and 
ninety-six cents ($156,158.96). 

Savings and Trust Institutions. 

The number of savings banks in operation* in the State on 
the first of January, 1873, was seventy-eight (78), with assets 
amounting to seventy-one million two hundred and seventy- 
one thousand threia hundred and ninety-five-doUars and ten 
cents (171,271,395.10). Their deposits amounted to sixty- 
eight million five hundred and twenty-three thousand three 
hundred and ninety-seven dollars and eighty-eight cents 
(168,523,397.88), of which, twenty-one million eight hun- 
dred and sixty-four thousand five hundred and fifty-three 
dollars (121,864,553) had been received during the year 1872, 
against sixteen million fifty-eight thousand nine hundred and 
ninety-two dollars ($16,058,992) withdrawn during the same 
period. 

These institutions were chartered by the State for purely 
trust purposes, and the very large sum of money which by 
this statement appears to h^ve been entrusted to their safe 
keeping, justifies the closest supervision of their affairs by the 
General Assembly. Several of them have, during the last 
year, raised their usual rate of interest on loans to seven and 
a half, and eight per cent., and rates even considerably beyond 
this have, I am inclined to believe, been required in some 
instances. This deserves your special attention. Savings 
institutions are not chartered to make large dividends, even 
for their depositors. The security of the deposit is the main 
object of their establishment, and, therefore, they are not left 
even to their own discretion in making investments of the 
trust funds in their custody, but are restricted by law to 
such investments as are of approved soundness. The tempt- 
ation of a high rate of interest is very apt to divert attention 
from any weakness in a security ; and they should not be 
exposed to. it. It is, moreover, desirable, that the practice 
of these institutions in making loans should be as uniform as 
possible throughout the State. 

I renew the recommendation made by my predecessor to 
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the last General Assembly, that the tax be taken off such 
portion of the deposits in our savings banks as is loaned upon 
real estate. It operates, at present, as a double tax upon the 
borrower, and seems to me to be unjust. 

There are but four (4) state banks of discount, with an ag- 
gregate capital of one million four hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars (11,450,000). 

There are eight (8) chartered Trust companies, and three 
(3) organized under the joint stock law, with an aggregate 
capital of two million, two hundred and sixty-three thousand 
eight hundred and ninety dollars ($2,263,890). They hold 
two million eight hundred and sixty-nine thousand four hun- 
dred and six dollars and nineteen cents (12,869,406.19) in 
deposits. The amount loaned by them on mortgage security 
is seven hundred and sixty-two thousand, one hundred and 
seventy-five dollars (762,175), and in bills discounted and 
demand loans, three million three hundred and sixty-one 
thousand six hundred and fi%-six dollars and ninety-three 
cents ($3,361,656.93). 

Railroads. 

The railroads of the state have transported during the year 
ten million one hundred and thirty-four thousand six hun- 
dred and thirty-three (10,134,633) passengers, being an in- 
crease over the preceding year of six hundred *nd twenty-five 
thousand eight hundred and forty-four (625,844), and have 
been operated without fatal injury to any passenger, except in 
the single instance of a passenger jumping from a train in 
motion. The whole number of casualties, resulting in death 
or serious injury, is eighty -five (85), of which fifty-four (54) 
were fatal. In thirty-eight (38) instances the person injured 
• was walking or lying on the railway track. 

There are twenty-two (22) railroad companies having roads 
wholly or in part in this state, of which ten (10) are divi- 
dend-paying. The total miles of road in operation by all the 
companies is eleven hundred and sixty-three (1163), of which 
eight hundred and sixty-eight (868) are in Connecticut. 

The paid-in capital of the several companies operating rail- 
roads in the State amounts to thirty-five million four hundred 
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and sixty thousand one hundred and seventeen dollars and 
sixty-six cents ($35,460,117.66) of which forty-four (44) per 
cent, is held by four thousand and five' (4,005) stockholders 
resident in Connecticut. 

The gross earnings of all the companies during the past 
year have been eleven million three hundred and sixty-eight 
thousand four hundred and twenty-five dollars and twenty- 
six cents ($11,368,425.26), of which about fifty (50) per 
cent, was from passengers. The net income was three mil- 
lion one hundred and sixty-nine thousand nine hundred and 
two dollars and forty-one cents ($3,169,902.41), of which two 
million two hundred and seventy-one thousand one hundred 
and forty-three dollars ($2,271,143) have been paid in divi- 
dends, being seven and nine-tenths (7 9-10) per cent, on the 
paid-in capital of the companies paying dividends. 

The average cost of road and equipment per mile has been 
fifty-eight thousand four hundred and sixty-four dollars and 
twelve cents ($58,464.12). 

I refer you to the instructive report of the Railroad Com- 
missioners for fuller details concerning this great interest. 

Insurance Department. 

The report of the Insurance Commissioner will exhibit to 
you interesting details concerning the important interest en- 
trusted to his supervision by the law of 1871. 

The whole number of Fire Insurance companies doing busi- 
ness in the state at the commencement of this year was nine- 
ty-eight (98), of which twenty-seven (27) were Connecticut 
companies, sixty-three (63) incorporated by other states, and 
eight (8) foreign companies. 

The Connecticut companies employ five hundred and sixty- 
four (564) agents in this State, and the other companies eight 
hundred and two (802). 

The gross premium receipts on risks written in Connecticut 
in 1872, were one million six hundred and eighty-two thou- 
sand four hundred and forty-nine dollars and sixty-eight cents 
($1,682,449.68), and the losses incurred during that period 
in Connecticut amounted to five hundred and thirty-five thou- 
sand four hundi-ed and thirty-three dollars and eighty-four 
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cents ($535,433.84), making an average ratio in favor of the 
receipts of o\fer three to one. A like ratio was obtained in 
the year preceding. 

The total of risks written in this State during the year were 
one hundred and forty-seven million seven hundred and seven- 
teen thousand four hundred and twenty-nine dollars ($147,- 
717,429). 

There are thirty-four (34) Life and Casualty Insurance 
Companies authorized to transact business in the State during 
the current year, of yrhich the gross assets amount to two 
hundred and fifty-four million three hundred and ninety-two 
thousand and seventy dollars and eighty cents ($264,392,- 
070.80). 

The receipts of this Department for the past year have been . 
twenty-six thousand two hundred and thirty-one dollars and 
sixty-one cents ($26,231.61), and the expenditures seventeen 
thousand six hundred and forty-one dollars and fifty-three 
cents ($17,641.63). Since the organization of the Depart- 
ment, September 1, 1871, a surplus has accrued to the Treas- 
ury from its receipts of twelve thousand four hundred and 
sixty-six dollars and twenty-two cents ($12,466.22). 

Humane Institutions. 

It can hardly be necessary for me to commend to your con- 
tinued favor the various charitable institutions of the State. 
They appear to me to be faithfully managed. But criticism 
in this respect is always very easy, and we should be careful 
not to be diverted by it from the good work these institutions 
are accomplishing. Beyond the ordinary police duty of gov- 
ernment, I know of no obligation devolving upon the State 
superior to that of providing for those whose misfortunes are 
so exceptional, that individual charity cannot reg^ch them with 
efficiency. 

General Hospital for the Insane. 

There are at present under treatment at the Hospital for 
the Insane at Middletown, two hundred and seventy-one (271) 
patients, and during the last twelve months there has been 
under treatment a daily -average of two hundred and sixty- 
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four (264) patients. Seventy-four (74) have been admitted 
and sixty-five (65) discharged during the year. The appli- 
cations for admission were one hundred and ninety (190). 

Of the four classes for whom provision is made by law, 
there have been treated during this time two hundred and 
seventeen (217) pauper patients, ninety-eight (98) indigent 
patients,, twelve (12) private patients, and nine (9) insane 
convicts. The hospital has been dangerously over-crowded 
for nearly three years, but the completion of the new north 
wing enables the institution to receive * all female applicants 
without delay. 

The regular hospital revenue, amounting, with cash on 
hand, to seventy-nine thousand seven hundred and ninety- 
three dollars and thirty-eight cents (179,793.38), has been 
sufficient to meet the current w^nts of the institution during 
the year, and leave a balance on hand of one thousand eight 
hundred and eleven dollars and eighty-two cents (11,811.82)-. 

School for Imbeciles. 

. Sixty-one (61) pupils have been under the zealous care of 
Dr. Knight, at the School for Imbeciles, at Lakeville, in Salis- 
bury, during the past year. The present number in at- 
tendance is fifty (60), of whom twenty (20) are State bene- 
ficiaries ; seventeen (17) of them being orphans. A com- 
modious building has been erected with the ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000) appropriated last year,' and the institution 
will soon be enabled to receive all the pupils of that unfor- 
tunate class, for whom the State may have occasion to pro- 
vide. 

AmeHcan Asylum. 

The American Asylum, for the Deaf and Dumb, at Hart- ' 
ford, continues to be in a prosperous condition. The number 
of pupils now in attendance is two hundred and twenty-five 
(225), of whom fifty-one (51) are from Connecticut.- The 
last census of the United States, however, reports that there 
are still a considerable number of deaf mutes in the State, of 
proper school age, who are not .receiving the education 
aflForded by this excellent institution. 
5 
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Reports will be laid before you, showing the number and 
condition of the State beneficiaries in the Orphans' Homes, 
the Hospitals at New Haven and Hartford, and other benevo- 
lent institutions out of the State, which objects will undoubt- 
edly receive your continued support. 

Industrial School for Girls. 

The Connecticut Industrial School for Girls, at Middle- 
town, seems to be fulfilling the purposes of its organization, 
and I invite your favorable attention to the recommendations 
contained in the report of its Directors. 

During the past three years, one hundred and twenty-three 
(123) girls have been admitted to its care, of whom thirty- 
four (34) have been discharged. The results have been very 
satisfactory to those by whose efforts the school was estab- 
lished. The appropriation made by the last Legislature has 
relieved the institution from debt, and provided its buildings 
with many conveniencea required for its successful operation. 

State Prison. 

The report of the Directors of the State Prison will give 
you the details of its management. It has yielded an income 
during the last year of twenty-six thousand four hundred 
and fifty-two dollars and ninety-six cents ($26,452.96), 
against an ordinary expenditure of twenty-three thousand 
and twenty-two dollars and fifty-seven cents ($23,022.57). 
The appropriation of eight thousand dollars ($8,000) for 
repairs made by the last General Assembly will complete the 
repairs then contemplated. 

. But the buildings are old and generally in poor condition, 
and they must soon be superseded by others better adapted 
to the purposes of the modern prison system. It is worthy 
of your consideration, whether true economy, as well as a 
regard for the interests of society, so closely involved in its 
penitentiary arrangements, do not require immediate provi- 
sion for a new prison. 

In this connection, I would call your special attention to 
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the valuable report on the Prisons in Connecticut, by Dr. 
Mayer, who was commissioned by my predecessor, during 
the last year, to inspect their condition. 



State Reform School. ^ 

The State Reform Schpol, under the superintendence of 
Dr. Hatch,- is steadily accomplishing its important work, and 
its affairs are in a very prosperous condition. 

It is free from debt, with a balance in its treasury, and no 
appropriation is asked for. The earnings of the boys the 
past year, amounting to thirteen thousand one hundred and 
ninety-nine dollars and fifty-five cents ($13,199.55), have 
exceeded those of any previous year. 

There were on the first of March, 1873, three hundred and 
one (301) boys in the institution ; one hundred and forty- 
seven (147) having been received, and one hundred and 
sixty (160) discharged, during the preceding year. 

Education. 

The schools of Connecticut have been the objects of its 
pride and favor too long for any recommendation of mine to 
be needed to ensure them your continued support. Their 
condition in very full detail will be presented to you by the 
report of the Secretary of the Board of Education. 

The total amount expended for the public schools during 
the last oflBcial year was one million five hundred and 
twenty-eight thousand four hundred and forty dollars 
and seventy cents (^1,528,440.70), of which one million 
one hundred and twenty-seven thousand, seven hundred and 
seventeen dollars and sixty-seven cents (^1,127,717.67) was 
raised by town and district taxation. 

The number of cliildren in the State between four and 
sixteen years of age in January, 1873, was one htftidred and 
thirty-two thousand nine hundred and forty-three (132,943). 
There were thirteen thousand five hundred and twelve 
(13,512) children who did not attend any school during the 
last year. 
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Military Affairs. 

The Adjutant General's report will exhibit to you in detail 
the present eflBcient condition of the National Guard of the 
State. As a military organization it is not surpassed by that 
of any other State ; and this is due to the earnest efforts of 
those to whom the care of this important branch of servitse 
has been entrusted, and especially to the re-organization of 
the force by the law of 1871, by which four thoroughly 
appointed regiments have been so organized as to be ready 
for the immediate service of the State upon any emergency. 

The commutation tax under this system pays all the mili- 
tary expenses. 

State Sunvey. 

The report of the Surveyor-General merits your attentive 
consideration. Our State is so remarkably deficient in any 
reliable survey, that different authorities, which are regarded 
as standard, vary in their description of the areas and bound- 
aries of the several counties, and even of the State itself. 

The United States Coast Survey is at present engaged in 
its duties along our coast ; and as their operations could un- 
doubtedly be made the basis for a State survey, the oppor- 
tunity would seem to be very favorable for initiating the work 
recommended by the Surveyor-General. 

New State House. 

I am advised by the chairman of the Board of State House 
Commissioners that a contract for the erection of a new State 
House in Hartford, was completed by the Board in September 
last, with Mr. J. G. Batterson, of Hartford, at a cost of eight 
hmidred and seventy-five thousand dollars (1875,000), the 
building' to be completed by the 1st day of May, 1875. The 
work und^ the contract has been commenced, but has been 
delayed by the severity of the season. 

The legislation of the last General Assembly has, in some 
of its measures, been called into public question, and the sub- 
ject merits your most considerate attention. 
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License La-w. 

The license law enacted by that body has, I think, operated 
satisfactorily, in the main ; but amendments in some of its 
details may be expedient. ^ 

Usury Laws. 

The substantial repeal of the usury laws has not been at- 
tended with the same favor. An exceptionally stringent 
money market has generally prevailed since that legislation, 
of which the lender has naturally taken advantage, and the 
necessitous borrower has, doubtless, been subjected to unac- 
customed, and, in many instances, extortionate rates of in- 
terest. The result has been the development of a public 
sentiment favorable to a restoration of a legal limit to the 
rate of interest. I shall co-operate with you in any effort to 
yemedy these abuses, in response to this public sentiment. 

Currency. 

But I cannot ignore the operation of important causes pro- 
moting these abuses, which seem to me to lie deeper than this 
legislation of our own State, and, I apprehend, beyond the 
reach of any State legislation whatever. It is significant of 
their existence, that at the great money center of the country, 
where the rates of interest with us are generally controlled, 
tlie high -rates of interest recently prevailing have been made 
the occasion for complaint of those very laws which our peo- 
ple, with the same object, are so much disposed to regard with 
favor. Chief among these causes is, in my judgment, that 
calamitous legacy of our civil war — an irredeemable paper 
currency — ^which, without intrinsic value, and possessing a 
current value baffling human foresight with its fluctuations, 
. carries into all dealings its element of risk, and, by discour- 
aging regular industry, draws into the enormous speculations 
it fosters, the money which should be in the service of the 
legitimate business of the country. I know of no evil which 
mere legislation can produce, so hard for the great body of a 
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jcommunity, as this of an irredeemable paper currency. It 
has never yet failed to demoralize the people who have yielded 
to its temptations, or to afford a harvest for the speculator 
and the extortioner, at the expense of honest industry. We 
see its influences surrounding us, in the extravagance of ex- 
penditure rapidly leading to indebtedness of individuals and 
communities — in the impatience of any other industry than 
such as may seem to lead, by some short road, to wealth — in 
the bold combinations of reckless men to control, for their - 
own gainful uses, the very sources of commercial life — in 
threatened panics — in uncertain values — ^in disappointing 
wages of labor — but above all, in that decadence of moral 
strength, which, by the frequently occurring defalcations and 
bankruptcies, is being exposed in places where faith and trust 
have been the strongest. 

Labor. 

Out of this condition of things there naturally arise ques- 
tions closely affecting the widely extending interests of the 
- labor of the cpuntry. Impressed with the growing importance 
of such questions, the State of Massachusetts has provided, 
by legislation, for thorough information of the condition of 
this great interest in that State, and I commend this legisla- 
tion to your favorable attention. 

Official - Corruption. 

In connection with the demoralizing influences I have noticed, 
the corruptions which have attached to the official service of 
the country, cannot be overlooked. With a common shame, 
our people have witnessed the development of this great evil, 
through municipal governments and State Legislatures, until 
. its recent culmination in the exposure of hidden scandals 
vitally affecting the purity of congressional legislation. De- 
plorable enough in itself, the peril of this exposure lies in the 
shock it has given to public confidence in the civil service of 
the country, and the popular belief it has excited in the ex- 
istence of more flagrant abuses of official trust which only 
await the favorable circumstance to disclose them. And 
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* certainly no graver peril than this can threaten our institu- 
tions — resting, as they do, and as in a Republic all institutions 
of government necessarily must, upon the moral sensQ of the 
people for their support. The whole fabric is undermined 
whenever the public service ceases to be respected and the 
suspicion becomes fixed that its official positions are prostitu- 
ted to private profit— its legislation trafficked, or even so 
much as the hem of the garment of its judiciary soiled with 

, venality. 

We have seen this, exemplified in the governments of the 
Southern States since the termination of the war. Given up 
as a prey to the political adventurer, civil government in most 
of those States at times, and in some of them until now, has 
existed simply by the force of its own corruption. And, as 
a natural sequence, we see to-day the State of Louisiana, with 
its chief city, the metropolis of the Southwest, subjected to 
armed intervention by the General Government, in violation 
of constitutional rights so palpable, that no other justification 
is seriously pretended for it than that it is necessary to save 
the people of that State from anarchy. 

Conclusion. 

The Constitution of the State requires me " to give to the 
General Assembly information of the state of the govern-, 
ment." I have endeavored to perform the duty. If I have 
adverted to matters not strictly within the domain of your 
powers, it was because they have a lesson for us. They bring 
into bright contrast the excellence of that self-government, 
which it has ever been the pride of the people of Connecticut 
to maintain for themselves, and without which for its local 
support,, the fabric of our Republican institutions cannot be 
upheld. 

The duty of legislation now begins with you. 

Connecticut owes much to her law-makers. The strong 
men , who laid the foundation-stones of the commonwealth, 
secured them by-laws to promote the intelligence and the in- 
dustry of its people. Those who have followed them have 
never lost sight of this noble object in their work. And 
therein lies the power, as well as the glory of our State. 
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Guided by the same high aim, may we, in our respective 
spheres, labor as successfully in the same honored service ; 
mindful of the Hand that brought over the vine and planted 
it, and by whose sustaining care it is, that the labor of the 
'husbandman has not been in vain.

Hon. Mr. Elmer, Chairman of Judiciary Committee, spoke 
as follows : 

Mb. President — It is with feelings of deep regret that the 
Committee have accepted the resignation of Chief Justice But- 
ler. As every one recognizes the great ability of the Chief 
Justice I shall not attempt to describe his characteristics or 
portray his eminent virtues. As a judge his character has 
been above the taint of suspicion. I believe I am justified in 
saying that every member of the General Assembly, every 
member of the profession he so long honored, and all tlie peo- 
ple of the State regard his retirement with the most profound 
regret. I shall leave it to those better acquainted with Cliief 
Justice Butler to spej^k more at length upon the resolutions. 

Hon. Mr. Hoyt said : 

Mr. President — ^I should do injustice to my own feelings if 
I were to allow these resolutions to pass without expressing 
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my sincere and hearty concurrence in aU that they contain by 
way of commendation and respect. This is indeed an unusual 
occasion. For the first time in the history of this Common- 
wealth, the Chief Judge of our highest Court comes to its 
Legislature and voluntarily relinquishes his high oflBce, say- 
ing, ^^ I can go no further ; my life and strength are almost 
spent in the public service." It is right and proper that, in 
the acceptance of this resignation, this body should step aside 
from the routine of its ordinary duties and say, " Well done, 
good and faithful servant.'* 

We lose in his withdrawal from the bench a magistrate 
whose purity and integrity have exalted that high position, 
whose acquirements have adorned it, and whose unwearied 
researches and investigations have shed new light and lustre 
upon our entire American jurisprudence. From his clear and 
vigorous brain have gone forth opinions and decisions that 
have been cited as authority by the highest tribunals both at 
home and abroad, and have secured places for our Connecti- 
cut Reports even in the libraries of England, which country 
is the source and inspiration of our common law. His wealth 
of knowledge is not confined within the limits of his profes- 
sion, but is as comprehensive, as general, as varied as the 
broad fields of literature and science that he has traversed. 
Genial in his manner, and courteous in all his intercourse, a 
profound jurist, and Christian gentleman, his retirement 
leaves a void that it will be difficult to fill. 

As Bufus Choate once exclaimed of another Judge of our 
honored State, so now to-day I say of our Chief Judge — " If the 
laud of the Shermans and Griswolds and Daggetts and Wil- 
liamses, rich as she is in learning and virtue, has a sounder 
lawyer, a more upright magistrate or an honester man in her 
public service, I know not his name." 

And now in the fullness of his years, crowned with honors 
and with the affectionate regard of his fellow men, he lays 
aside the official robes that he has never sullied, and resigns 
the position that he has so nobly adorned. And I know the 
Senate will join me in the hope and prayer that in the peace- 
ful quiet of his home he may regain the health and strength 
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that have been expended in the laborious duties of his station, 
and that for many years to come his venerable form may re- 
main in life among us as a reminder of the past glories of our 
bench, and an illustrious example and incentive to those who 
shall come after him.

A resolution fixing the time of final adjournment of the 
General Assembly at 10 o'clock A. M., July 11th, heretofore 
passed by the House and tabled by the Senate, was taken 
from the table, amended by substituting July 12th, at 10 1-2 
o'clock, and as amended passed.

Cowell, Clerk of the Senate, for the faithful, courteous, and 
efficient manner in which he has performed his duties during 
the present session. 

The resolution was passed. 

Senator Stannard moved a vote of thanks to Senator Tenny, 
the president pro tem.y for the courteous manner in which he 
had discharged the duties of his office ; passed unanimously. 

Hon. Mr. Hoyt of the Xwelfth District, introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Senate, May Session, 1873. 

Resolved^ That the thanks of the Senate are hereby ex- 
tended to His Honor George G. Sill, Lieutenant-Governor of 
this State, for the courteous, dignified, and impartial manner 
in which he has presided over its deliberations during the 
present session. 

Senator Hoyt, in support of the resolution, spoke as fol- 
lows: 

Mb. PBEsroENT — ^I oflFer this resolution, not as a mere 
formal and empty compliment, but because it is the utterance 
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of my sincere feelings. I am sure the entire Senate, regardless 
of party lines and party ties, will join me in this expression 
of our sentiments. We came together but about two months 
ago as strangers, and yet in that short period we have 
formed lasting friendships. We have learned, I think, to ap- 
preciate the sterling integrity, the absolute and impartial 
fairness and the marked courtesy that have characterized the 
Lieutenant-Governor in all our intercourse and association. 
We have no partisan rulings or decisions to complain of; and 
I know that I give utterance to the sincere feeling of every 
member of this body, when I say that from the day he first 
appeared upon yonder platform and took the oath of ofiice, he 
has been steadily gaining in our respect, our confidence, and 
our aflFection. I think it proper that some expression of our 
high regard should be extended to him, so that when we shall 
have separated and this body shall be numbered among the 
things that were, pleasant memories of these legislative days 
may linger with him, and he may bear with him the 
assurance that the Senate over which he presided entertains 
for him the kindest wishes for happiness and prosperity. T 
hope the resolution will pass unanimously. 

Senators Stoddard, Wheeler, Landers, Smith, Comstock, 
and Stoughton, also spoke in favor of the resolution. 

The resolution was unanimously passed. 

CLOSING PROCEEDINGS. 

The President having returned to the Senate Chamber 
after a temporary abseiace, on request the Clerk read the vote 
of thanks to His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, heretofore 
passed by the Senate. 

Hon. Mr. Tenny spoke as follows : 

Mr. President — ^During your temporary absence from this 
chamber this morning, a resolution unanimously passed the 
Senate, thanking you for the dignified and impartial manner 
in which you have presided over its deliberations. This 
resolution, sir, very feebly expresses the high appreciation of 
your services by members of this body. We met a few weeks 
ago, strangers. Since that time our intercourse has been 
35 
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almost constant, and we are happy to say that it has been of 
the most pleasant character. At the very threshold of the 
session, we were assured by the appointment of committees at 
your hands, that it was your intention not to be governed by 
personal prejudice or mere party bias, and it has been peculi- 
arly gratifying to see this intention so faithfully executed. 
Your friends expected much of you, and it is with great 
pleasure, we assure you, of our conviction that their expecta- 
tions have been more than fulfilled. You have, by your 
urbanity and impartiality, won the confidence and respect of 
the entire Senate, and we beg to inform you that we shall 
carry with us through life most pleasing remembrances of 
you. In concluding, I desire to thank you for your kindness 
to me personally. We trust, sir, that your success in the 
future may be even more marked and desirable to yourself 
than it has been in the past ; and now, with cordial good 
wishes for you and yours, we hope that life's duties having 
been nobly done, " its burdens well sustained, and its tempta- 
tions well resisted," you may return late into heaven. 

The Lieutenant-Governor responded : 

Senators — ^The resolution you have passed and the accom- 
panying address, leave me almost without the power of utter- 
ance. I should be less or more than mortal were I not 
deeply affected by the respect and esteem so kindly expressed 
towards myself. The consciousness of a duty discharged 
should be a suflicient reward, but weak humanity longs for 
human approbation. My ignorance, my inexperience and 
my errors you have generously overlooked. The wish I ex- 
pressed oh the opening of the session, that pleasantness and 
harmony should mark your deliberations, has been more than 
realized ; for kind regard to the feelings of others has ever 
filled this hall even as sunshine fills the air. Not a word has 
been spoken that a member will regret, and no Senator will 
return to his home with any wound received in debate. This 
result is not due to any efforts of mine ; it is due to you all. 
Elected for a common purpose, you have sunk the partisan in 
your duty to legislate for the common good. Our intercourse 
here has created friendships which will last through life, and 
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make us all better men and truer citizens. I cannot part 
from you without again thanking you for your kind feelings 
towards myself, and I can but like, nay more, love you all. 
And I can only say, may God bless you all, may God bless 
you every one. 

Hon. Mjr. Elmer then addressed the Lieutenant-Governor 
as'foUows, presenting a beautiful edition of the Encyclopediae 
Britannica, bound in calf, suitably inscribed : 

Mr. President — One of the noblest elements, one of the 
best characteristics, in our common American citizenship, is, 
that in spite of diversity of opinion, of political antagonisms 
and bitter contentions, the neighborly obligations, and rare 
urbanity of the gentleman, the little kindnesses, modest but 
rare and enduring, that bind us together with fetters of friend- 
ship are not quite lost sight of. There always does come 
a time when the beautiful qualities of the heart impel us 
to sink the partisan in the neighbor and the brother. Now 
when the experiences and associations of this legislature are 
drawing to a close and its acts have already become a part of 
history, let the hand of friendship erase every contention, let 
kind oblivion blot out every unhappy difference of that past, 
leaving to endure and grow in our memories for all time the 
rarest flowers of friendship. As we separate, perhaps never all 
of us to strike hands again, let us part, as only true gentlemen 
and honest neighbors do part, with the kindest mutual regard. 
Mr. Pjesident, one of the plcasantest duties of our legislative 
experience now devolves upon me. In behalf of your friends, 
the Senators of 1873, whom you have met in this hall from 
day to day in legislative duties, I desire to present this gift, 
not ostentatious, but, we believe, appropriate, and suggestive 
of your taste as an educated gentleman. We ask you to ac- 
cept it, not only as an earnest of our kindly regard, but as a 
token of our high appreciation of your ability and kind im- 
partiality as the presiding officer of this body. These, Mr. 
President, are no unmeaning words ; this is no mere idle 
formality, but attests the true sentiment of every Senator 
associated with, you in this chamber. No flowers of rhetoric 
can adorn true friendship ; and while my words are too weak 
to express all of our true regard for you, there is a more 
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persuasive eloquence, that in our mutual regard we under- 
stand if we cannot express. Every eye in the Senate attests 
it, every heart feels it. We ask you to accept it as a pleasant 
reminder of the days of " lang syne." Take it, and among 
the happy associations of your pleasant home may it give the 
past, our past, no tinge of regret. Take with ifc our best 
wishes for your continued happiness and prosperity. Take 
with it our best God-speed for you and yours ; always to you 
a happy suggestion of the Senate of 1873. 
Lieutenant-Governor Sill replied as follows : 
Senators — ^Your generous gift is a surprise to me. I had 
expressed to one of your body the hope that the customary 
annual gift to the President of the Senate might, this year, 
be omitted. My reward was sufficient that I had acquired 
your respect and best wishes. Knowing my preference in 
this matter, you have, with unprecedented liberality, bestowed 
this most precious present. Under the circumstances I can- 
not but feel that the offering is a sincere one, laid upon tho 
altar of personal friendship, and not the offspring of custom. 
Your tribute is therefore doubly precious to me, for I can see 
in it only tlie reflex of your kind regards for myself. Had I 
been permitted to select from all the treasures of art or lit- 
erature a gift most consonant with my own wants and wishes 
I should have selected the very books you have chosen — the 
Encyclopediae Britannica. It is invaluable to all men of all 
professions or pursuits — the lawyer, doctor, and theologian, 
the merchant, farmer, or mechanic. Its pages contain armor 
offensive and defensive on all subjects in which the world is 
interested. It is a library in itself. And when I shall have 
occasion to refer to their pages, it will recall to memory these 
short, but the most pleasant months of my life. I have noth- 
ing. Senators, which I can give you in return except my 
warmest thanks and sincere respect, and the earnest hope 
th^t the rest of your lives may be as free from bitterness and 
partisan feeling as tlie session now closed has exhibited. 
May your lives be crowned with happiness and prosperity, and 
may your Heavenly Father take you into His keeping both in 
this world and ever more. 
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On motion, the President appointed Hon. Mr. Hoyt a Com- 
mittee to wait upon the House and inform that body that the 
Senate had completed the business of the session, and was 
ready to meet it in Convention for the purpose of adjourn- 
ment. 

The Committee subsequently reporting that he had - dis- * 
charged his duty, the report was accepted, and the Committee 
discharged. 

A Committee from the House entered the Senate Chamber 
and announced that that body was ready to meet the Senate 
in Convention. 

CONVENTION. 

Tlie Senate, preceded by His Honor George Q. Sill, and 
the Clerk of the Senate, entered the Hall of Representatives. 

The President of the Senate presided over the Convention. 

The Clerk of the Senate and the Clerk of the House acted 
as Secretaries. . 

Hon. Mr. Elmer, of the Eighteenth District, moved that a 
Committee consisting of one Senator and two Representatives 
be appointed to wait upon His Excellency the Governor, and 
inform him that tiie two houses of the General Assembly 
were assembled in Convention, and ready to receive any com- 
munication that His Excellency would be pleased to make. 

The motion prevailed, and the President appointed Hon. 
Mr. Elmer, of the Eighteenth District, and Messrs. Harrison 
of New Haven, and Jones of Hartford, such Committee. 

Having performed the duties assigned them, the Commit- 
tee reported that His Excellency would soon meet. the Con- 
vention for the purpose of adjournment. The report was 
accepted and the Committee discharged. 

Mr. Waite, of Norwich, moved that a Committee consisting 
of one Senator and two Representatives be appointed to wait 
upon the Secretary of State and other State OflScers, and re- 
quest their attendance at the Convention. 

The Committee reported that the State Officers would soon 
be in attendance. The report was accepted and the Commit- 
tee discharged. 
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His Excellency Charles R. IngersoU, Governor of the State, 
and the other State Officers, soon entered the Convention, 
and were received by the Convention standing. 

Prayer was oflFered by Chaplain Fisher. 

THE governor's ADDRESS. 

His Excellency then addressed the Convention as follows : 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Q-eneral Assembly — 
The anticipations which were formed when I last met you in 
Convention have been to a great extent fulfilled. You have 
transacted a large amount of public business — some of it ex- 
ceptionally important — in a briefer session than has been 
usual during many years. Doubtless this is due to the kind 
feeling which has characterized your personal intercourse 
during the session, and to the absence in your official action 
of those passions which sometimes lead us to forget that we 
are all engaged in the same honored service, and that we 
have a common interest in maintaining the good name and 
promoting the welfare of our cherished State. 

I am here, in accordance with usage, to order an adjourn] 
ment of the General Assembly. But, Mr. President, before 
doing so, allow me to return to each and every member of 
the General Assembly, and to each and every officer connected 
with the State Government, my thanks for the courtesy which 
they have so uniformly extended to me during my official 
association with them. I wish for each and every one of you 
a full measure of prosperity and happiness during your future 
life. 

Mr. Sheriff, you will now make your proclamation. 

The Sheriff, Westell Russell, Esq., then made the procla- 
mation, " Oyez, Oyez, Oyez," and the Hon. Marvin H. San- 
ger, Secretary of State,' adjourned the General Assembly with 
the words, " By His Excellency's command I now declare this 
General Assembly adjourned sine die; God save the Common- 
wealth of Connecticut."
